A BIG HOTEL BU RNS. 


Complete Destruction of the Mon- 
ongahela House at Pittsburg. 


Two Hundred Guests and the Em- 
ployes Escape in Safety. 


Of the Building, Seven Stories in Height, 
Nothing but Blackened Walls Kemnin— 
The Structure’s Histery—The Most Im- 
posing Block in the City—A Sale That 
the Flames Prevented—Two Charred 
Bodies Found in the Ruins of a Burned 
Hotel at East Tawas, Mich.—Husband 
and Wife Perish in Their Home 
Kingston, Ontario—The Fire Record.

_ PrrTsBuRG, Pa., Dec. 5.—The Monongahela 
House, one of the oldest hotels in the coun- 
try, was discovered to be on fire at 11:30 this 
morning. Tbe fiames were first seen by 
Thomas O’Brien, the head porter. It started 
at the foot of the freight elevator and the 
shaft acting * a flue, the flames 
quickly shot to the upper stories, 
giving the guests but a very few 
moments to get out. In ten minutes the 
three upper stories of thé main building were 
on fire, the flames bursting from the windows 
onthe sides of the three streets. The fire 
soon extended to the annex used as servants’ 
quarters in the rear. 

When the fire broke out there were 200 guests 
in the hotel. and all got out in safety. A num- 
ber of ladies were carried from the building. 
The entire department was called outand re- 
sponded quickly. 

At 1:80 o’clock, less than two hours after the 
fire was discovered, the flames were under 
control, and nothing remained of the mag- 
nificent structure but the four blackened 
walls. As far as known there were no fatall- 
ties. There were a number of narrow escapes 
but the guests and employes all got out 
safely. 

Among the miraculous escapes were those 
of D. C. Mason of New York, and N. Under- 
wood of Milwaukee. Mason was compelied 
to come down from the fourth floor on rope 
made of bed ticking, and Underwood had his 
face scorched and beard singed. 

The building destroyed covered an entire 
. block and was seven stories in height. It was 
owned by Chas. J. Clarke, Florence G. Miller 
and the Orossan heirs, and was valued 


by Athem, wit the lot, at $500,000. 
The loss will be less than $100,000. The insur- 
ance is $197,500, of which $160,000 is on the 
building and $37,600 on the stock. 

The building was erected after the great fire 
of 1845 and was one of the largest and 
most imposing blocks in thecity. The 
hotel was known by all travelers and was 
mentioned by Dickens in his ‘‘American 
Notes as the model hotel of the West. pe- 
cullar feature of the fire was that all t pa- 
pers were drawn forthe sale and transter of 
the building at 8 o’clock this afternoon,\ the 
price being $475, 000. Most ofthe guests lost 
all their personal property.

Again he says: ‘The general 
acceptance and use of the silver certificate 
shows that silver has not been otherwise dis- 
credited,’ by whieh he means that the paper 
representative of coined dollars in the Treas- 
ury is more convenient. 

‘*Secretary of the Treasury Windom should 
be the last man in the country to fear the 
evil results which the President seems to fear 
would result from the free coinage of silver ut 
the present ratio. His experience with the 
resumption of specie payments should con- 


vince him that many a ghost turns out to be a 


harmless white cow upon closer inspection. 
From my understanding of Secretary Win- 
adom’s silver suggestions there are 
several serious objections. I should not 
favor giving to any one man the power 
to decide when it should be proper to stop the 
purchase of silver bullion, as he suggests, any 
more than I would be willing to give to any 
one man the power to suspend specie payment 
at bis will. he person having suc wer 
would be able to make a good thing of it’ if 
so disposed. The plan, suggested would ad- 
vance the price of silver bullion, no doubt, 
and in doing so much benefit would result 
through all the channels of trade and labor 
throughout the country; but, ‘with a string to 
it,? the certainty of financial disturbances 
would be beyond question. The nlan is at best 
but an expediency. The free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and 1 ie a principie; and 
further, it is a principle which underlies the 
well-being of civilization.

Itis never tothe interest 
of the commission merchant to have consign- 
ments miss grade. We mention this as a 
point for you to reflect upon. 

Some of the grain receivers were mad enough 
to call the writer of this personally to ac- 
count, and there whe serious talk of having 
the matter brought before the Exchange 
Directory and the members of the commission 
house that issued the circular disciplined for 
libeling the trade.

The Matter Laid Before Congress 
and a Committee of In vesti- 
gation Appointed. 


The Thief Supposed to Have Filed to 
Canada With His Pl under. 


Hie Was the Trusted Employe of Mr. Lee- 
dom, the, Retiring Sergeant-at- Arms of 
the House—The First *uspicion of Silcott’s 
Crookedness Confirmed by a Call at the 

Treasury — The Missing Meney Drawn 
Out on Saturday—The Cashier Last 
Heard Frem in New York—Why the 
Amount of the Theft Was Not Increased 
—Congressmen Anxious About Their Sal- 
aries—Bondsmen Notified—Comment at 
the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 5.—Soon after the 
House was called to order this morning, 
Speaker Reed laid hefore it the following com- 
nrunication from J. P. Leedom, late Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the House, directed to the Speaker, 
which the Clerk was instructed to read: 

I regret gto report that C. E. Silcott, late 
cashier of the office of the Sergeant-at-Arms 
has departed from this city without settling his 
accounts, and 1 have been unable to ascer- 
tain his whereabouts, and there is a 
deficiency in the cash of the office. In view of 
these circumstances I respectfully request an 
immediate investigation of my accounts, un- 
der such action as the House of Representa- 
tives may take in the premises. 

Mr. Adams of Illinois therefore offered the 
following resolution, which was una nimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, J. P. Leedom, 
at-Arms of the House of Representatives 
reported to the House that C- E. 
cott, late cashier of the office of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, has departed from the city 
without settling his accounts and his where- 
abouts are unknown and that there is a de- 
ficiency in cash in said office of about $75,000, 

Resolved, That a select committee be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker to examine the ac- 
counts of said office and report thereon to the 
House. 

The committee, which has authority to ad- 
minister oaths and to report in whole or in 
part at any time, was appointed by the 
Speaker as follows: Messrs, Adams, Stewart 
of Vermont, Payne, Reed of Iowa, Holman, 
Blout and Hemphill. 

ö THE STORY OF SILCOTT’S CRIME. 

The history of the case, gas faras it can be 
gathered at present, is as follows: 

Silcott was a trusted employe, who came 
here from Ohio, and was appointed by Mr. 
Leedom when that gentieman assumed office 
six years ago. He had good business qual- 
ifications and soon possessed himself of the 
unlimited confidence of his superior. Las- 
Saturday he notified Mr. Leedom that he 
was going to New York and would be 
back Sunday night. A message was received 
from bim dated New York Monday morning 
saying that he had been detained, but would 
return that night. A similar message reached 
his wife in this city. Ashe did notappear 
Tuesday Mr. Leedom was fearful that he 
had been overtaken by some acccident, but 
to. satisfy rising suspicions began an 
investigation. The information that BSilcott 
nad drawn his bank balance, deepened 
these suspicions and the inquiry was pur- 
sued. The enormous office safe could not 
“be opened atthe moment as Silcott had the 
combination, but when an entrance was 
finally effected, it was found that some $30,- 
000 set apart for the use of ghe paying 
teller was intact. The next inquiry was made 
atthe Treasury Department and Mr. Leedom 
was stunned by the result. He was informed 
that Silcott had called there Saturday and had 
drawn about $72,000. It was possible for 
him to draw this large sum without exciting 
comment, ashe bad for a long time been 
charged with the duty ofcollecting the money 
with which the salaries of the Representatives 
are paid. 

Silcott is under bond inthe sum of $50,000, 
his sureties numbering about fifteen persons. 
This is, however, an indemnity bond given to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms, and Mr. Leedom, who 
is himself bonded in the sum of $50,000, is 
directly responsible for the shortage. 

AN EXCITING SCENE. 

The first news of the state of affairs came 
out just before the House met at noon to- 
day and there was an exciting scene in 
the office of the Sergeant-at-Arms. Mr. 
Leedom, who was sitting in the rear of his 
office, was surrounded by anumber of mem- 
bers of the House, who were tendering advice 
of all kinds. The most practical 
4uggestion was adopted at once by Mr. Lee- 
dom, who appeared to be completely un- 
nerved and unable to act for himself, 
and telegrams were dispatched to his 
sureties notifying them of Silcott’s disappear- 
ance and expressing a willingness to co- 
operate fully in every effort to find him and 
secure the return of the missing funds. Out- 
side the bank-like railing acrossthe room 
stood another crowd of members, evidently 
as anxious for themselves as for Mr. Leedon, 
as they put many queries as to the amount of 
money left in the safe andthe prospects of 
getting their salaries. 

Mr. Leedom says that he would have trusted 
Scott with any sum of money. He knew bis 
brother well and believed that Silcott him- 
self was entirely trustworthy. 80 firm 
was he in this belief that he had even hesi- 
tated to begin the investigation which has 

such a disastrous conclusion, 
that Silcott had been sand- 
bagged in New York or had 
been detained by some untoward happening. 
What to do next, he does not yet know and 
is seeking advices He was just about to turn 
over his office to the newly elected Sergeant- 
at-Arms, Mr. Holmes, but this event neces- 
sarily delays the transfer. 
HE COULD HAVE TAKEN MORE. 

Mr. Leedom says that it was within Silcott’s 
power to have carried off not less than $156,- 
000, instead of the $72,000 which ie missing. 
It was suggested by a person 
standing near that to have carried off the 
balance would have changed the nature of 
the crime from embezzlement to theft and 
have subjected the perpetrator to extradition 
even in Canada, whither itis already rumored 

man has fied, This 
the theory that Sileott was 
the custodian of the money drawn 
from the treasury for the Pape of 
salaries, and that his retention of this money 
would constitute simply embezzlement, while 
if he had taken the money in tne paying 
Steller“ drawer of the safe it would have u 
a direct theft. 

It is stated that Mr. Leedom was victimized 
once before by the immediate

FRANK BARADA DIES INSA HOVEL UNDER 
PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES. 


A Negress Claims Him as Her Husband—Rer 
Brother Is Reponsible for His Death and 
Is Now Missing—Barada’s Brothers Deny 
the Woman Was His Wife and Claim the 
Body—The Coroner Takes a Hand. 


Frank Barada, a white engineer 27 years old, 
died Tuesday afternoon in as mall, dark, II- 
smelling room ina tumble-down building at 
the southwest corner of an alley 
called Linden street, and Thirteenth 
street. His nurse until the end was 
a mulatto woman, who claims that she was 
legally married to bim. Her brother, Wm. 
Jackson, in a flght with Barada on November 
10, inflicted wounds which caused the death of 
the latter, and he is now a fugitive. 

Barada formerly lived in Carondelet where 
two brothers, John‘ a laborer, and Fred, a 
brakeman on the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Soutbern Railroad, still live. He met 
there about three years ago the 
mullato woman, and was seen frequently at 
her house. About two yearze ago he moved 
up-town and has been living in Gay 
street, Linden street and on Thirteenth 
street with the woman all of the time since. 
He has spoken of her as nis wife, and because 
of his

has been cut off from his own family. 
The woman notonly says that he was her 
husband, but produces a certificate of mar- 
riage which, though unsigned, purports to 
evidence the .marriage of Frank Barada 
and Sarah Hillman in East Carondelet 
on August 6, 1887, by Rev. Fred Lunce, a negro 
Baptist preacher, who in East Carondelet isa 
great power. The woman says she was a 
widow at the time of her marriageto Berada. 
@This story of miscegenation would have been 
unknown out of the negro 
had it not been for the quarrel between 
Mrs. Hillman-Barada’s brother and her 
husband. Barada was under the in- 
fivence of liquor at that time and was cut in 
the abdomen on the left side, and in the back. 
UR. R. M WILLIAM 

was called in. He said to-day: 
„The wound in the back was slight and 
healed rapidly. The wound in the abdomen 
also healed, but the spleen had 
been cut and there was a continual 
hemorrhage. Then peritonitis supervened. 
He was very poorly cared for, not having 
proper food or attention. Had he gone 
to the  nospital, as I suggested, he 
might have recovered, but neither he 
nor the woman would consent to his removal. 
Ihave not been there since last Friday, and 
believe they called another physician. When 
I last saw Barada I knew he could not 
recover. One of his brothers called on me 
soon after he was cut and asked about 
his condition. This brother said Frank 
had a wife in Belleville, and sbe 
had telephoned for information regarding his 
condition. [did not see this brother after- 
ward. 

MRS. HILLMAN-BARADA, 

the colored woman, said: ‘‘I am Frank Bar- 
ada’s lawful wife. I will bury him if they will 
let me. He died Tuesday afternoon at 
8 o’clock. Dr. Jennings had been here a few 
moments before and told me he could not 
live. That night Dr. Jennings and 
Dr. Young held a post-mortem. They made 
out the burial papers and we calied Under- 
taker Mitchell. This morning the Coroner 
took the papers away from Mitchell, and to- 
morrow the Coroner 16 going to hold 
a post-mortem.

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THE LIGHTS WENT OUT. 
Panic in St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Church 
Caused by Sudden Darkness. 


There was a serious panic in St. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s Church last night. The church is 


j located on the corner of Fourteenth and 


O’Fallon streets and last night was crowded 
with people attending the mission now being 
conducted there. It was just about 7:40 o'clock 
and the services were about to begin, 
when every gas-jet in the church flickered for 
amomentand then went out, leaving the 


church in total. darkness. A panic ensued. 
The entire congregation began a wild scramble 
forthe doors. The aisies became packed and 
many whose exit was cut off by the surging 
crowd climbed up to the windows and, raising 
them, jumped tothe sidewalk. A number of 
those who attempted to get out bythe doors 
were injured. Mrs. Egan, living at 1221 Blair 
avenue, was bent over upon the back ot her 
seat and fell to the floor, where she was 
trampled upon. Mr. R. E. Cosgrove, a mem- 
ber of the choir, was slightly injured. To add 
to the excitement some one turned on a fire 
alarm, and the commotion made bythe en- 
gines and hose reels struck terror to the 
hearts of those who had notup to that time 
escaped from the bullding. 

When the excitement had abated an inves- 
tigation of the accident was begun. The only 
way to turn off the gas is from a meter in the 
basement. It had not been turned off, how- 
ever, for seme cool-headed person who 
reached a gas jet when the panic was at its 
height struck a match and the gas burned. It 
is thought that some persons who contem- 
plated pocket picking in the darkness and 
excitement extinguished the lights by blow- 
ing into a jet which had direct communication 
with all the other burners. After about a half 
an hour’s delay the services were resumed 
and continued without interruption.

An Infamous and Unlawful Pub- 
lication of Which the Police 
. Take No Notice. 


The Police Manual De fines the Duties of the 
Chief of Police and the Recerd Shows 
They Have Not Leen Performed—Ss8win- 
dlers and Criminals Permitted to Dupe 
the Poor and Ignorant Under the Very 
Eyes of the Police Without Interference 
From the Authorities. 


The Chief of Police shall be the commanding off- 
cer of the entire police force, subject to the rules of 
the board and its orders. He shall devote his whole 
time and energy exclusively to the discharge of his 
duties AND SEEK THAT ALL LAWS OF THE 
STATE AND ORDINANCES OF THE CIty 
ARE ENFORCED AS FAR AS POSSIBLE BY 
THE FORCE UNDER HIS COMMAND, AND 
ALL OFFENDERS REPORTED TO THE 
PROPER TRIBUNALS FOR TRIAL. Fe 
shall see that the rules prescribed by the board are 
. strictly observed and enforced. All general orders 
issued by him shall be submitted to the board before 
promulgation. In cases of emergency he may 
issue orders, handle and dispose of the entire 
force of the city as he may deem necessary, 
reporting his action and the reason therefor to 
tne board.—[Rule 19 of the manual governing 
the St. Louis Police Department.} 

Chief of Police Anton Heubler has violated 
this rule. 

For two years he has seen the law prohibit- 
ing the publication of lottery advertisements 
violated without making asolitary attempt to 
punish the offenders. He has known the rule 
and seen the offenses. If he was arraigned 
‘ before the Board of Police Commissioners he 
could make no possible defense, for he is guil- 
ty of too many and too open violations of the 
\law laid down for him. 

For ten years no.Chief of Police has dared to 
leave such an opening in his official armor, no 
matter how friendiy the Board of Police Com- 
missioners might pretend to be. 

What's the Matter Now? 

Chief of Police Huebier is ordinarily a care- 
fulofficer. He has seen half a dozen chiefs 
decapitated for much less than what he is 
undeniably guilty of; already guilty beyond 
question of grossest negligence in this par- 
ticular, when stirrea to activity he makes the 
8 kind ofan attack on the lottery crimi- 
nals. 

Is CHIEF OF POLICE HUFBLER OBEY- 
ING ORDERS THAT HAVE BEEN SECRET. 
LY GIVEN HIM SINCE THE PUBLIC 
SPLURGE ABOUT ENFORCING THE LAW? 


Since that letter stir the police have ceased 
to make even a pretense of activity in the 
lottery cases and are now drifting along in 
the same easy-going way they used to travel 
thoughthey know that they are violating 
their oaths and ought to be punished for it. 
The police pretended to prosecute the lottery 
manand the lottery advertisers, but the 
prosecutions and the arrests were only 
cloaks, 

THE ‘‘MAKTLES OF PROTECTION’’ 
which they threw over the criminals to shield 
them trom punishment. ‘The lottery men 
want protection from the law. They look to 
the police for it and they getit, and when 
they are tired being arrested they send out 
word that the arrests must stop, and the ma- 
chinery of this big police force ceases to 
move. At the command of lottery men it 
stands still and motioniess. 

, Why has Chief Heubler discontinued raid- 
ne? 

Why have the police made no attempt fora 
week to catch any of the hundred vendors 
who have been selling tickets daily and 
openly? 

Each sale is a violation of the law, and it is 
just as much the duty of the Chief of Police 
to have the seller arrested as it is his duty to 
see that thieves and murderers are discovered 
and caught. 

In addition to the rule qvoted from the 
manual, specific instructions have been given 
to arrest all violators of tne lottery law, 
whether the violation consist of selling tick- 
ets, setting up lottery or advertising draw- 


ings. 

THIS ORDER LEFT NO DISCRETION 
with the commanding officer ofthe force. It 
was direct and plain, to arrest all offenders. 
It has not been obeyed, it has been ignored, 
it has been absolutely violated. 

It is well known that the commissioners 
made that order forthe purpose of shifting 
the responsibility to the shoulders of Chief 
Huebler. But the order of the board has 
been given no more consideration tbau if it 
bad never been made, and the com- 
missioners ask no questions. The 
reason for this is plain. The com- 
mission only wanted to get the lottery 
business off their hands and they think they 
have succeeded. If their order is not obeyed 
they do notcare. They areridof the thing 
and that is all they want. And knowing this 
the police laugh at and ignore a positive order 
issued to them by the board, 

What a farce the whole business is!

when public officials in whose care is placed 
tho ‘safety of life and property, the enforce- 
mentof the laws of the State are so shame- 
fully negligent and with such persistent de- 
termination refuse to interrupt a prohibited 
business or punish the men who carry it on.

THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR 
REACHKS THE CITY THIS MORNING. 


A Fiying Trip to Attend to His Private Busi- 
ness, and to Revisit His Former Home— 
Noble on the President’s Message and 
the World's Fair—A Grand Army Kecep- 


HIS morning John W. 

Noble, Secretary of 

the Interior, arrived 

in the city on the 

early train from Wash- 

ington and at once 

drove to the Lindell 

Hotel. Gen. Noble 

was entirely alone and 

nls arrival was known 

: to but very few. He 

was assigned to parlors 10 and 11 on the first 

floor and there received such of his friends as 
were aware of his presence in the city. 

GEN. NOBLE’S APPEARANCE. 

A representative of the POST-DISPATCH 
called upon Gen. Noble to ascertain the object 
of hie visit to this city. The cares of office 
have apparently sat very light upon the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. His face is fresh, his 
hair and beard show as few streaks of gray as 
when he left St. Louis to take charge of the 
Interior portfolio; his step is as light and 
quick, and his bearing ae \ 
as erect and soldierly as _j 
it ever was, and he has 
made a slight gain of JZ 
avoirdupoils. In fact, 
there has been little 
change in the appear- „ 
ance of the Secretary of ‘£7 
the Interior since he left 
his law office in this city 
to become one of the i 
most Importaut members Secretary Noble. 
of the Administration, and such change as 
there is, appears to have been for the better. 

A BUSINESS VISIT. 

„„What is the object of,your visit, Gen. 
Nobie?’’ 

Simply to attend to my private business, 
and to get a rest. I left here with a 
great many matters unsettled, and have for 
several months been looking for an oppor- 
tunity to return. On several occasions I 


thought that I could get off, but found that it 
was impossible. I hoped to have reached 
here in time forthe decennial celebration of 
Blair Post, which took place last Saturday 
night, but I could not get away until after the 
meeting of Congress. When 1 did leave I was 
as quiet as possible about it and few knew of 
my intention. My visit hasno public signifi- 
cance, being only to attend to my private 
business.’’

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WHY THE “SPOKANE CLUB” OF Sr. LOUIS 
CANNOT BE A CHARTERED BODY. 


The Secretary of State Declines to Issue a 
Certificate of Incorporation to the Asso. 
ciation Because the Objects of the Or- 
ganization Are Not Specifically Set Forth 
—How Such Bodies May Receive the 
Countenance of the State.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 5.—The follow- 
ing letter from the Secretary of State to Ford 
B. Smith of St. Louis relating to chartering 
of club rooms explains itself: 


STATE OF MISSGURI, 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE, { 
CITY OF JEFFERSON, Dec. 3, 1889. 


DEAR S1rr—I regret I am compelled to return 
herewith the articles of association of the 
‘*8pokane Club. with inclosure of $2, and to 
suggest that I cannot recognize them as being 
within the purview of art. 10, chap. 21, R. 8. 


The pro forma decree of your Circuit Court 
attached to these articles, testifying that they 
are within such purview, renders me the 
more reluctant to decline filling them, 
but deem my duty in the matter 
so plain thatI have no other recourse. The 
objects of the proposed corporation,asset forth 
in art. 3 of its articles of agreement, are as 
follows: ‘‘The objects of this association 
or club shall be to furnish to 
its membersbip, composed of citizens 
of St. Louis, facilities for mental culture, so- 
cialand literary intercourse and entertain- 
ments, musical, literary and other rational 
and educational amusements and to that 
end to establish and maintain within 
the city of St. Louis a club 
room or club rooms, provided 
with a reading-room and library, and such 
accommodations as will insure to its members 
during the intervals of business the means for 
mental, literary and social improvement and 
enjoyment, and to provide such accommoda- 
tions in the way of refreshments as are usual 
in such clubs or societies.’’ 

With these purposes in view, under what 
provision of art. 10, chap. 21, Revised Statutes 
1879, does this association propose to become 
a body politic.and corporate? If under sec. 
974, then it must have a purpose spe- 
cifically authorized by said section, and no 
amount of glittering generalities as to mental 
culture, literary intercourse, incidental 
library and refreshments will meet re- 
quirements of the law. Sec. 974 
provides for the incrporation of 
any association formed for benevolent 
pu ees, any purely charitable society, bos 
pital, asylum, house of refuge, reformatory, 
elemosynary institution; any association 
whose object is to promote temperance or 
other virtue conducive to the well-being of 
the . any association formed 
to provide or some good in the 
order of benevolence that is 
useful to the public; ow A association, congre- 

ation, society or church organization formed 
purposes; to provide and 
jcemetery, school, col- 

academy or other associa- 
tions formed for educational or sel- 
entific purposes.’’ It shauld be observed 
that those purposes are specific, not general, 
and are intended to provide for such assoeia- 
tions as the St. Louis Pedagogic Society, or 
the Missouri Medical Society, not for The 
Spokane Club, for the law proceeds 
to specify with emphasis, including any 
association. formed specially to promote 
literature history, science, specially 
to premote skili among the learned profes- 
sions, or specially to promote lutel- 
lectual culture in any branch or department. 
and it is clear that the department or branch 
should be specific in the name and design, 
not merely a pleasure club with incidental 
features of intellectual culture, establishing 
a museum, library, not a olub-room with 
incidental library, art gallery, or the erection 
of a public monument. 

Then the section closes with the provision 
which to my mind has been — 2 mis 
construed, Generally any association, soci- 
ety, Sompeny or organization which tends to 

e public advantage, not the advantage of a 

w privileged members of aciub, but of the 
entire public in relation to any or several of the 
objecta above numerated and whatever is 
incident to such objects, the incidental ob- 
jects being plainly and clearly those which 
aside from the objects specifically enumerated 
Ill tend to the advantage of the entire

tage to the whole public. as to be a 
necessity of the community. There are 
no club- rooms provided kor in this 
section of the law. But if the Spokane Club 
proposes to become incorporated under sec. 
983, let us ascertain the provisions and conil- 
tions of that section, which is in words and 
figures as follows: 


Any association formed for the purpose of 
ee ee or club house, or 
for promoting boating, field sports or other 
rational amusements, or for any other pur- 
pose not excluded by section 978, iawful in 
itself and not otherwise specially provided for, 
may also, by complying with sections 970 and 
971, become a body corporate and politic, and 
under this article shall possess the rights and 
privileges, and be subject to the limitations 
and requirements herein provided, so far as 
the same are applicabie thereto. ’’ 

The very fact of the existence of this section 
in article 10, chapter 21, isevidence that the 
General assembly did not consider that there 
was any authority in section 974 for the incor- 
poration of club-houses or pleasure clubs; 
and I agree with Judge Fisher of 
the Circuit Court of St. Louis, 
that this section, in so far as it permits the 
acsociations named in it to incorporate under 
sections 970 and 971 and without paying 
the tax imposed by section 708 108 
in conflict with sec. 21, art. 10, of the State 
Constitution. The.statute and the Constitu- 
tion have but to be read together to show that 
they are inconsistent with each other. 

The constitution says, in terms which are 
unmistakable, that no corporation,company or 
association other than those tormed 
benevolent, religious, scientific 
or educational purposes shall be ere- 
ated or organized unless certain fees 
are paid. Sec. 983, under discussion, 
provides that any association ftormed 
for the purpose of establishing a gymnasium 
or club-house, or for promoting boating, 
fieid sports or other rational amusements, 
etc., many incorporate without the payment 
ot such fees. As Judge Fisher declared in his 
opinion in the case of the Fair Club, that 
these sections are in conflict is too plain 
for doubt or argyment, and it fol- 
lows as a matter of course that 
so much of this section of the statute as au- 
thorizes the incorporation of associations not 
for religious. scientific, educational or benev- 
olent purposes, without payment of the fees 
required by this section of the constitution is 
void. 

It is evident to my mind thatithe objects and 
purposes of your proposed corporation are 
neither benevolent, retigious, scientific or 
educational, in any specific degree, within 
the meaning of those terms as used and in- 
tended in the exceptions mentioned in Sec. 23, 
Art. 10, of the State constitution, hence 
itcannot avail itself of the detailed provisions 
of Section 974, R S. 1879, or of the unconstitu- 
tional provisions of section 983 in order to se- 
cure incorporation under article X, chapter 21 
It is plainly not tormed specifically to do or 
accomplish anything contemplated by sec- 
tion 974, for even its literary 
purposes are social and its educa- 
tional designs are confined to such 
mental culture as results from social meet- 
ings, and it cannot be incorporated under 
sec. 983, as that is clearly in  viola- 
tion of the Constitution. In short, the 
Constitution did not intend to author- 
ize the incorporation of pleasure clubs 
without the payment of tax, nor does the law 
extend to club rooms or the furnishing of re- 
freshments in a reading room or library as 
being in any sense benevolent, religious, edu- 
cational or scientific. 

It is a plain principal of law that the leading 
purpose of an association should govern in 
the consideration of its incorporation. What 
isthe leading purvose of the Spokane Club? 
Plainly to ‘‘eatablish and maintain with- 
in the city of St. Louis a club-room or 
club rooms to which shall be incidentally at- 
tached a reading room, library, and accom- 
modations for refreshments. There ‘is no 
authority in article 10, chapter 21, for 
the establishment of a club room 
which has merely, incidental privileges 
in the way of reading-room or library, and 
certainly none for serving refreshments, no 
matter how much facility such service may 
be deciared to thereby furnish for mental 
culture, or social and literary inter- 
course. t is time attention should 
be called tothe thin veneering spread over 
the declared objects of elub- rooms, for no 
matter if the incorporators be innocent of any 
purpose to do an uniawful act, the incorpora- 
tion without ayment of tax of a 
club-room which has as _ incidental 

rivileges a reading-room and refreshments 
or social and intellectual intercourse is 
without authority of law in tnis State. 

Under my oath of office ani to 
— the archives of this department 
rom being made the repository of unlawful 
papers, the filing of which, nevertheless, praoc- 
tically gives them life and vitality, I deem it 
to be my duty to take notice of constitutional 
requirements as well as of statutory language.

PENDRAGON’S OPINION, 


THE ENGLISH PUGILISTIC WRITER ON THE 
SMITH-JACKSON FIGHT. 


Jackson Not the Wonder He Is Credited 
With Being and Smith an Unworthy 
Champion of England—A Doubt About 
the Battle Having Been on Its Merits— 
General Sporting News.

Intimates very strongly that 
Jackson was not on its merits. 
writer does not think 
of the ability of Jackson, 
he rather offensively refers to as a 
**‘nigger.’’ He claims the Australian is 
greatly overestimated and is not a wonder 
and not as good a man with bare knuckles as 
his fellow countryman, Frank P. Slavin. The 
following is an extract from Pendragon’s 
article on the meeting: 

»The fight, as it is called, lasted six min- 
utes, exactly one minute of which was spent 
by the men resting in their corners, and all but 
another was wasted in preliminary sparring. 
Yet the remaining four minutes were fully 
sufficient to show that, providing this was a 
true - run race, Smith had met one who is 

IMMEASURABLY HIS SUPERIOR. 
Except where accident has had its effect it is 
noteasy toremember so rapid a rise on the 
one side and so commensurate a fall on the 
other. Also short as was the time it enabled 
Smith to offer three opportunities for his 
disqualification. Of the first two, 
his e hitting Jackson a long way 


below the belt and bis giving him the shoul- 
der, the referee took no notice. Both acts 
might have been intentional, though they did 
not look like it, and besides, ina contest for 
points they could have been set against him 
insumming up atthe finish. The folks who 
were present had pad to see a 
ten-round fight, and it was clearly the duty 
of the officials to help give them all that was 
possible of that which they wanted and had 
paid for. But Smith was not going to be 
robbec of his desire in this way. His 
third offense was too wanton and 
too wicked to be passed over, and 
the referee rising in his place and his 
righteous wrath as well, disqualified the 
cheapest champion of England that ever lived 
as soon as the uproar aroused by Smith’s 
third deliberate endeavor to evade his con- 
tract allowed him to make himself heard. 
The final foul, all readers who, 
care to know by this time know, 


WAS A BACK-HEEL, 

a thing which no man would think of attempt- 
ing while he had the gloves on unless he was 
anxious above all things to get himself turned 
out of the combat. his plece of bad work 
has not even the merit of originality. 
To foul a man who is too 
_— apd who can hit hard, and especially to 
oul him by wrestling, and thus avoid a past- 
ing, has for long been a favorite trick of the 
boxing professional when he is in a difficulty 
and like a bunted rat, does not mind how un- 
savory the crevice into which he creeps to find 
shelter. Smith’s dearestfriends cannot well 
deny that as things were going he saved him- 
self from a great thrashing by flagrantly vio- 

lating the rules under which he was boxing. 
Before he resorted to throwing, Smith had 
shown himself utterly unable to cope with the 
nigger, although the latter is not by any 
means such a wonder as the crowd since 
his victory acclaims him. This - is 
to me the most marvelous feature 
of the entertainmeut. Accident excepted, 
anyone having the least claim to be consid- 
ered achampion ought to have held his own, 
say. until the fourth round, no matter what 
then happened. Readers need not now be 
told that I never had any high opinion of 
Smith, or that 1 have constantly pointed 
out that he has no one claim to 
be regarded as of real champion caliber, but I 
certainly do not believe the contemptible fig- 
ure he cut last Sunday night was the best re- 
turn he could make for the Peilcan’s oft-ex- 
pressed confidence in his capacity. His own 
seconds and his closest friends as well, admit 
that he was utterly unableto cope with 
Jackson as soon as the first round 
was over. Directly they got together there 
was only one in it. A waster from the street 
corner would have made as good a show with 

Jackson as was made by the 
‘CHAMPION OF ENGLAND.’ 

„Another feature of the affair is that after a 
few passes Smith’s wind went to pieces. No 
man in a fair state of health could, aftera 
month or more’s preparation, have been thus 
distressed by so paltry an effort. Ifa man 
ete knocked out that his bad luck—the 
est man in the world has deen 
tumbled over before now by a hit which hap- 
pened to iand on the right spot—but such a 
pitiful display as was given by Smith when he 
clung tothe rope as helpless and exhausted 
as though he had been fighting for hours has 
never before been given in the entire history of 
either boxing or prize-fighting—that is when 
the fight or boxing match has really been 
what it professed to be. The generous pat- 
rons of . sport who subscribed £1,000 for 
the funniest show ever yet given by boxers of 
pretension must find themselves on the horns 
of adilemma. So must Mr. Smith, the now 
long while avowed petof the Pelicans. 
— he are welcome to either horn. No 
ho knows anything about professional

A CHICAGO CIRCULAR MAP. 

As every one in the country is aware, the 
St. Louis committee had many thousand maps 
printed showing the population and the 
number of miles of railroad encompassed by 
a circle of 500 miles radius,the center of which 
was St. Louis. The choice of a radius was 
based upon the distance that could easily be 
covered inaday’s travel, and proved that 
this city was nearer the center of population 
and has more ample railway connec- 
tions than any other in the country. 
The effect of this map has 
been most advantageous tothe cause of St. 
Louls, as has been proved by bundreds of let- 
ters received, and still more emphatically by 
the course of the Chicago delegation now in 
Washington. 

The national capital has been floodea with 
circulars from Chicago, copying the St. Louis 
map, but with several important alterations. 
In order to secure anything, like a favorable 
comparison three changes were deemed neces- 
sary: the increase or the radius of the 
circle from 500 to ‘1,500 miles, the 
estimate ~of population 1892 in- 
stead of figures taken from the 
last census, and the entire omission of the St. 
Louis circle, confining the comparison to New 
York and Chicago. ith a circle 1,500 miles 
in radius it is evident that with St. Louis as a 
center nine-tenths of the population of the 
country would be included, and the same 
would be true of almost any city west of the 
Alleghanies and south of the lakes with the 
single exception of Chicago. 

THE CAUSE FOR OMITTING 

the St. Louis circle is apparent ata glance, 
and also the reason for increasing tne radius, 
as It gives New York an immense sea area, 
On the map sent out by St. Louis both the 
New York and Chicago circles are given com- 
parison, being something to be desired and 
not to be avoided. 

The estimates of the population ef the dit- 
ferent States in 1892 are mostjamusing.Missour! 
is relegated to the eighth or tenth rank, both 
Texas and Indiana being placed far in the 
lead. But what is taken from Missouri is 
multiplied many times and added to Illinois. 
According to the Chicago view of the 
situation in about two years from the 
yesnens time Pennsylvania will have about 

ve and a half million inhabitants, New York 
less than six millions, while Illinois will be 
the home of more than nine million seven 
hundred thousand citizens of this country. 
The estimate is that in 1892 more than sixty- 
two millions of people will have their homes 
within 1,500 miles of Chicago. 

SOME PECULIAR FIGURING. 

This is about the population of the entire 
country, as estimated by the Census Bureau, 
and the rose color pervading the Chicago esti- 
mates is plainly evident, when it is taken into 
consideration that a very large proportion of 
the Chicago circle circumscribes the great lakes 
and the least thickly populated portlons of 
Canada. The circular is said to be the laugh- 
ing-stock of Washington, and the remark 
that this man doth protest to much, has 
become a familiar saying. The st. L ouis 
committee has made no comment beyondipicn- 
ing the map sent out from this city beside that 
of Chicago, the contrast being so strong as to 
render further explanation unnecessary. A 
peculiar oversight has been made by the Chi- 
cago committees. In the estimates of rall- 
road mileage in 1892 the Ohicago circle 
is credited with 70,000 miles. The measured 
mileage of St. Louis in 1889 is 77,571, in a circle 
of but 500 miles in radius. When this is dis- 
covered, a change in the Chicago estimates 
may be looked for. 

ANEW DEPARTURE. 

e mismanagement of the affairs of the 
St uis campaign in the national capital, 
which was pointed out in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATOH, has not ped the attention of 
the Executive Committee, and the necessity 
ofa change has been strongly urged by many 
of the most influential and disinterested mem- 
bers, who have insisted that more spirit 
should be infused into the Washington cam- 
paign, but have been very unwilling to in- 

rfere with the plans laid out by the chair- 
man of the Committee of Two Hundred,and the 
Ohairman ofthe Executive Committee, as it 
was belioved that anything like dissension 
was to be avoided if possible. Finally affairs 
became so unsatisfactory that the members of 
the committee determined to act, and to take 
the mütter into their own hands. With this 
object in view a deputation called upon Frank 
Galennſe last week, and requested him to go 
to Washington, take charge of affairs in that 
city, and push the campaign as it should have 
been pushed from the first.

New York Tombs Prison the Scene of the 
Execution—The Work Well Performed— 
History of the Orime—The Condemned 
Man’s Last Night in His Cell— His De- 
meanor on the Gallows. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 5.—At preoisely 19 minutes 
past 7 o’clock Sheriff Flack and Under 
Sheriff Sexton heading a corps of Deputy 
Sheriffs arrived atthe Tombs prison wearing 
silk hats and carrying the staffs of their office, 
The procession of the officiais passed through 
the reception corridor and out into the prison 
vard. Here the Deputy Sheriffs formed a line 
along the space justin front of the gallows 
which had been erected in that section of the 
yard nearest the junction of Franklin and 
Elm streets. Sheriff Flack and Under Sheriff 
Sexton then entered the prison and at once 
visited the cell in murderers’ row where Car!- 
ton was calmly awaiting their arrival. 

Father Gelinas, the kindly natured Tombs 
Chaplain, and father Holland of St. Francis 
Xavier Church, in Sixteenth street, were with 
the condemned man. The priests had been 
praying with Carlton, and he seemed resigned 
to his fate. The Sheriffread the death war- 
rant, andatonce motioned to Hangman Joe 
Atkinson.

THRE BUTLER TRAGEDY. 


Account of the Quarrel Which Resulted in 
the Death of Morgan and Willis. 


BUTLER, Mo., Dec. 5.—A fearful tragedy 
Was enacted last night at the house of City 
Marshal J. H. Morgan by whichj Morgan and 
Deputy United States Marshal J. P. Willis 
lost their lives. On Monday Willis attacked 
Capt. J. W. Hannah and was arrested by the 
City Marshal. He was released a short time 
later and went to Kansas City, where he swore 


to warrants against Morgan and Hannah for 
obstructing a United States officer. Yesterday 
evening Willis and 8.8. Price of Washington, 
D. C., went to Morgan’s house. Willis called 
to Morgan to come out, which he did, armed: 
both men fired at the same instant@nd both 
were wounded in the abdomen. Willis and 
Price dragged Morgan from the door, and 
Willis beat him about the héad and shot him 
three times. At 1:30 Morgan died and Willis 
died at 4. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Dec. 5.—The Grand-jury is 
investigating charges against Alexander Wil- 
liams, a St. Louis negro whose term of two 
years expires on Saturday. He is said to be 
the most vicious brute ever confined at Jeffer- 
son City. In the past three monthe he has. 
crippled three convicts and tried to murder 
half a dozen more. * 


ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

With the bangman marcbing ahead with 
bowed head and hatin hand, the procession 
to the gallows started at 7:29 o’clock. Fol- 
lowing the hangman came Sheriff Flack and 
Under Sheriff Sexton. Then came the unfor- 
tunate victim of hie oon pagsions. Carlton 
was attired in a wqell-fitting black suit 
of clothes. He looked pale, but main- 
tained that steady nerve which he has all along 
displayed. When near the gallows the Sheriff 
and Under Sheriff steppea to one side and Joe 
Atkinson at once adjusted the noose, pulled 
the black cap over Cariton’s head, gave a 
signal and the murderer of Policeman Bren- 


nan swung into the air, a dangling, limp mass 
of almost lifeless humanity. A few convul- 
sive twiches and all was over. It was withina 
few seconds of 7:30 o’clock when Carlton 
waiked under the gallows and at 7:30 he was 
hanged. The execution was as near pertection 
as such things can be. There was no evidence 
of bangling and the Sheriff expressed himself 
as satisfied.

Carliton’s Last Night. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 

NEW YorK, Dec. 5.—Father Gelinas, the 
Catholic priest, sat for tbree hours in the 
murderer’s cage in the Tombs last night and 
gave Harry Cariton religious consolation. 


The doomed man received his adviser’s spir- 
itual cheer with avidity. He made his last 
conression and then the wortby priest retired 
to sleep in a ceil near to Cariton’s cell. The 
dying man bore up wonderfully. His nerve 
astonished Deputy Sheriffs Wild and Fitzger- 
ald, who were on his death watch. Carlton 
discussed the forthcoming tragedy, in which 
he was to take such a prominent part, coolly 
and calmly, betraying no emotion. 

Even when his father, wife and sister-in-law 
called to bid him farewell in the afternoon, he 
did not shed a tear, but they wept plenti- 
fully. The parting scene between him and 
his wife was touching. His last words to her 
were, Good bye, dear. She was too much 
affected to answer. 

During the remainder of the afternoon the 
Sisters of Mercy remained with him and 
turned his thoughts to heaven. ‘‘lam not 
afraid to die, hesaid once, but I hate to 
die on the gallows.’’ 

One by one the usual sounds of the Tombs 
died out and darkness succeeded daylight. 
At 6 p. m. the sisters left and then Carlton 
became somewhat restless. He called for his 
supper and a bountiful repast was sent to 
him. It consisted of eggs, toast, tea and 
fruits, but Cariton did not seem to relish it 
and did not finish the meal. 

Can't you eat, Harry?“ 
keepers. 

„Eat?“ he asked, with a slight uprising of 
the eyebrows and a shrug of the shoulders. 
No, lcan’t eat any more. 

He dropped wearily into a chair and buried 
his bead in his hands. He remained there 
only a moment. Then he arose and began 
pacing up and down the cage. He drew a 
cigar from his pocket and lighted it. He 
puffed it nervously until it was smoked up, 
and then Father Seline was admitted. There- 
after he became calmer. A few minutes past 
9a man applied at the Franklin street gate for 
admittance. The Warden was away just then 
and his clerk asked what was wanted. The 
man said hisname was James McKenna and 
he was a brother-in-law of Cariton and was 
working in Newark. 

Under-Sheriff Sexton came to the door, and 
as the man was evidentiy under the influence 
of liquor both Mr. Sexton and bis clerk re- 
fused him admission. About Ii p. m. Martin 
Osborne went in to bid Carlton good-bye. 
**Good-bye,’’ echoed Carlton, Oh, I must 
see you once more in the morning and say 
good-bye then. Make it good-night now. 

Oariton retired to sleep his last sleep at 11:30. 
Within five minutes he had closed his eyes 
and 1 temporarily forgetful of his earthly 
trouble.

CARLTON’S CRIME, 

The crime for which Carlton paid the pen- 
alty was cold-blooded, heartless and cowardly 
in the extreme. It occurred on Sunday morn- 
ing, on October 28, 1888. His victim was 
Jumes Brennan, a policeman attached to the 
Thirty-fifth street station-bouse. The facts of 
the shooting, as elicited at the trial, which 
began on December 10, 1888, are as follows: 

In 241 with two young toughs, named 
Eddie O’ Hearn and ‘‘Youle’’ Bourke, Carleton 
entered Robert Tucker’s barroom at the 
southwest corner of Thirty-third street and 
Third avenue. It was early in the morning. 
A few minutes previously a waiter named 
Julius Roesseler had entered the saloon. The 
three men asked the waiter to treat. He re- 
fused, saying that he did not snow 
any of them. Some angry words 
followed, the most vehement being 
Carlton. Presently the four went out on the 
sidewalk, where Oariton and his companions 
assaulted Roessler. @ disturbance at- 
tracted the attention of Officer Brennan, who 
was a square away, and as he ran to the scene 
the trio took flight. He pursued them and as 
he was gaining on the fugitives they halted. 
When Brennan had come within afew yards 
of Oariton the latter drew out his pistol—one 
of 88-caliber—and fired twoshots. Both bul- 
lets struck the policeman inthe face and he 
died two hours later. After the shooting the 
murderers fied, but after a brief chase they 
were arrested by Officer Colgan. Carlton 
claimed on his trial that he did the shootin

There were no dissenting © voices 
when the question was put to a vote, whether 
the alliance would consolidate with the 
Farmers and Laborers’ Union on certain con- 
ditions. The conditions were the approval of 
the step taken by the delegates by the differ- 
ent alliances. The meeting was a secret one, 
only members of the Conference Committees 
being admitted. 
A COMMITTEE ON BESOLUTIONS. 

About 10 o’cloex it was decided to appoint a 
sub-committee to draw up resolutions 
to be presented to the alliance 
meeting this morning. The committee ap- 

ointed was composed of Messrs. Page of 
firginia, Patty of Mississippi, Sprague of 
Minnesotta and Powers of Nebraska. Mr.. 
Sprague was made Chairman. 

This morning at 8:30 0’clock the sub-com- 
mittee metin Mr. Sprague’s room, No. 409, 
and atonce commenced the work of draught- 
ing resolutions for the proposed consolida- 
tion. Mr. Sprague requested to be permitted 
speak afew words to the committee and he 
was admitted to the room although others 
were not permitted to enter. 

AN ALLIANCE MAN’S OPINION. 

Mr. Clowse of the alliance was interviewed 
this morning by a Post. isPatcH reporter on 
the question of congolidating. 

»The idea, as near asI can give it to you, is 
this. Here is the plan in a nutshell. The 
committee will draw up a series of resolutions, 
the substance of which will be as follows: 
The Farmers“ Alliance will consolidate with 
the Farmers and Laborers’ Union when 
two-thirds of the number of States 
represented by alliances agree todoso. The 
reason that definite action is not taken now 
by the delegates, that is, why they don’t vote 
either for or against it, is because of their 
limited power. They only have the power to 
suggest things to the alliances represented ~ 4 
them. When this new constitution, whic 
will be drawn up by the delegates here before 
adjourning, is ratified by two-thirds of the 
States having alliances, then the consolida- 
tion will be effected. There are only nine States 
in question, and five of them have already 
expressed a wish to join the Farmers 
and Laborers’ Union. We only want one 
more State and we may get this before 
adjourning from St. Louis. The delegates 
here all want a consolidation, but have not 
the requisite power. 

The alliance will probably elect new 
officers to continue the work, but this will be 
only temporary. Thetwo organizations will 
er a be consolidated before a 
month.’ 


ANOTHER COMMITTEE. 

After the Committee on Resolutions had re- 
ö to the Conference Committee, Messrs. 
N. B. Ashby of Iowa, Walter Muir of North 
Dakota and J. H. Powers of Nebraska were 
appointed a committee to draft the resolutions 
for the alliance, and they at once adjourned 
to room 409 for that purpose. ° 

Mr. Ashby, Chairman of the committee, was 
asked concerning the resolutions, and said: 

Lou can just say that you found the com- 
mittee hard at work drawing up resolutions 
and that l said they would probably not be 
ready until the evening. There is no doubt, 
however, that we shall consolidate,’’

The Man in Charge of the Garbage Re- 
moval Does Not Know What to Do—The 
People’s Road Trouble—The B. P. I. Will 
Kiss and Make Up—Firemen to Get 
Twenty-Four Hours Off—Municipal Mat. 
ters. 


There is a very unfortunate man in Chicago, 
and he has inthe last extreme appealed to 
the Mayor of St. Louis for aid. It won’t do 
him much good, because his case is hopeless. 
The poor unfortunate is floundering in a sea 
of trouble—and garbage—from which no 
earthly power can save him. Mayor Noonan 
appreciates this, and said so this morning 
when he read the following letter: 

CaIcaGo, Dec. 3, 1889. 
To the Major of St. Louis, Mo. 

DEAR Stn—Having been assigned the duty of 
formulating a plan for the disposal of garbage 
ashes and street sweepings in this city, i 
should be pleased to receive as detailed infor- 
mation as possible ofthe methods in use in 
your city for the disposal of these materials, 
together with the address of any company in 
your city engaged in the reduction of garbage, 
etc., to fertilizers. Please send me a copy of 
your last annua! report and oblige. 

FREMONT HrLL, Ass’t Engineer. 

After reading it a second time he murmered::. 
Poor man! Just think of the task imposed 
on him by that unfeeling city. Iseeno help 
forhim. The only way Chicago can get rid of 
its garbage is to move the town away from it, 
or, perbaps, set aside certain streets where 
the garbage can all be put and then start 
cabbage gardens. Take it any way at all it is 
a fearful job andI fear the man will be com- 
pelled to resign.’’ 

Street Commissioner Burnet, who was 
present, said: Perhaps Col. Jim Hardy, 
our City Collector, can give them some in- 
formation. The Mayor fell in with the sug- 
gestion, and Mr. Hardy will be requested to 
give such information as he can. The Mayor 
will send his annual report and every effort 
will be made to 2 the unfortunate man who 
has the painful delusion that Chicago ever 
can be cleaned. 


Firemen’s Holidays. 


Mayor Noonan this morning fell into line on 
the firemen’s holiday question and now each 
fireman when he takes his day off will have 
literally a day and not sixteen hours as here- 


tofore. The Muniejpal Assembly passed a 
concurrent resolution instructing the Chief 
togiveevery fireman a day off, to be twenty- 
four hours long land not sixteen. The Mayor 
approved the resolution this morn an 
now everything will go nicely. Mayor Noonan 
said to-day: ‘‘I donot see how such a sys- 
tem has become a practice. I cannot under- 
stand how it originated, but {neverthe- 
less it is a generally acknowledged 
fact that when inen are given a holiday they 
should be given a day, and twenty-four hours 
is the only length of time recognized as a day 
in law or anywhere else.
